tion, and that nde are ſo much incenled againſt them fo2 the Pzemilles, that Me intend to plunder, and give up the 
wealth of thoſe Our Cities as a pꝛey to Our Souldiers ; We do hereby dedlare, That e are yet far from being fo 
much incenſed againſt thoſe Our Cities as thefe men deſire to be beleeved, and in truth have endeavoured to make 
Us; but Me beleeve that thoſe Tumults were contrived by the Perſons whom we have fozmerly accuſed of that 
pꝛactice and raiſed out of the meaneſt and poozeſt Poople of thoſe Dur Cities and Suburbs, without the puvity 
and conſent of the beſt and ſubſtantiall Citizens and Inhabitantg, and that the Loang and Contributions which 
have been ſince raiſed, (though they Have paſled moze generally then Me expected from the duty and ſobziety ol men 
of Foꝛtunes and underſtanding ) have been wꝛeſted and extoꝛted from them by Thzeats and Menaces, and fear of 
plundering and violence. And therefoze Me do hereby offer Our free and gracious Pardon to all the Citizens and 
Inhabitants of Our ſaid Cities st London and Weſtminſter foꝛ all oftences concerning the Pzemilles committed 
againſt Us befoze the publiſhing of this Our Pzoclamation, (except all thoſe Perſons whom We have excepted in 
Oar Declaration of the twelfth of Auguſt, and except Alderman Fulke,and Captain Manwaring, againf all which we 
ſhall pꝛoceed accoꝛding to the roles or Law. as againſt Traitoꝛs and fltrrers of Sedition againſt us) and we do 
aſſure them in the wozd of a Ring, that no violence ſhall be offered by Our Army, oꝛ any part of it to any ot them, not 
doubting but their demeanour will hencekoꝛward be ſuch.that e ſhall not be compelled to bꝛing Our Army agamſt
